THANKSGIVING 


Thanksgiving must carry its own special message to 


each individual. 


Jt is entirely a personal affair. 
How we shall observe the day—ita particular sig1- 


njftcaneo—tradition has served to fiT certain customs 
Upon the American people, but after all Thanksgiving !s 
a matter of• heart and ir'nd. over which only the Inrii- 
Tldual has control. For many in America. Thanksgiv- 
ing still retains the spiritual significance of Pilgrim 
dajs—e. day set aside for the expression of thanks for 
the bleaainga so richly bestowed upon the American 
people. For others it carries the. precious memories of 
Jt reunited family circle. For 
some It means only a 


holiday. 


We have come to accept Thanksgiving as a pecul- 


iarly American tradition. Yet, its origin can be traced 
back through the ages and through various nations to 
the, land of the Canaanltes, from whom the children of 
Israel copied many of their customs. An autumnal fey- 
tival was observed tn ancient Greece and Rome. In Eng- 
land It was called the Harvest Home, which may be 
traced to the Saxons of the time of Egbert. 


•The first authentic Harvest Festival in America VTO.-J 


held by the Pilgrims in 1621, following the gathering of 
the harvest which saved the colony from destitution and 
possible starvation. 
Thereafter it 
became an annual 


tradition, until it became a national holiday, set apart by 
proclamation oC the president and the governors of ths 
various states. 


The first Thanksgiving proclamation 
issued by 


George Washington ran as follows: 


"Whereas, it is the duty of all nations to acknowl- 


edge, the providence* ot Almighty God, to obey His will 
to be grateful for His benetits. and humbly to implore 
His protection and favor, and whereas, both houses of 
congress have, by their Joint committee, requested me to 
recommend to the people of the United States a dtiy ot 
idbhc Thanksgiving and Prayer, to be observed by ac- 
knowledging with grateful hearts the many and slgno. 
favors of Almighty God. especially by affording then 
opportunity peaceably to establish .1 foim of govern- 


. merit for their safety and happlnest; 


"Now 
therefore, I do recommend and assign Thms- 


day, the twenty-sixth day of November next, to be de- 
votod by the people of these states to the service of that | 
great nnd glorious Being, who is the Beneficent Author 
of all the good that was, that Is, or that will be; that we 
may then all unite in rendering unto Him our sincere 
and humbe thanks for His kind care and protection of 
the people of this country, previous to their becoming a 
nation; for the signal and manifold mercies, and the fav- 
orable interpositions o£ His providence, in the course and 
conclusion of the late war, for the great degree of tran- 
quility, union, and plenty, which we have since enjoyed; 
for the peaceable and rational manner In which we ha\c 
been enabled to establish constitutions of government for 
our safety and happiness, and particularly the national 
one now lately instituted; for the civil and religious 
liberty with which we are blessed, and the means we 
have of acquiring and diffusing useful knowledge; and 
In general, for all the great and various favors, which HP 
has been pleased to confer upon us. 
, 
"And, also, that we may then unite in most humbly 


ottering our prayers and supplications to the great Lord 
and Ruler of Nations, and beseech'Him to pardon o<-s 
national and other transgressions: to 
enable 
us 
all, 


whether in public or private stations, to perform our sev- 
eral and relative duties properly and punctually; to ren- 
der our national government a blessing to all the people, 
by conetanty being a Government of wise, just and con- 
stituional laws, discreetly and faithfully executed and 
obeyed; to protect and guide all sovereigns and nations 
(•specialy such as have shown klndnwsp to us,, and to 
bless them with good governments, p^nre and concord": 
to promote the knowledge and practice of true religion 
and virtue, and the increase of science, among them an«l 
ua; and, generally, to grant unto all mankind such o 
degree of temporal .jrosperlty as He alone knows to be 
best."

He comes to your home ar.rt 
asks you about your pi^io. your sewing machine, yoTr1 
automobile, your vlctrola, your radio because those things j 
are specially listed. vHe may stand In a fine home on a

rug or before a picture worth twliie the combined "\aluc 
of ail the Items you are questioned about, but he lumps 
the rest of the furnishings In at any haphazard figuro 
ho arrives at. 


Assessing real estate Is omy- slightly more- satisfac- 


tory. "We know o£ one instnneo -vvnen tha assessed -valu- 
ation on a home was raised very substantially, largol? 


lecause the stairway had a brass railtnp- which the 
assessor had not seen, when making the firs^t appraisal. 
The relative assessments between the small houa« ami 
he large house are more nearly equitable, however, than 
he assessments of the lurmshings m the two. 


In Lincoln the real estate valuations are made t<*i 


the city by one man almost entirely. Consequently wltfl 
few exceptions he bases his estimates on some funda- 
mental Ideas and a fairly equitable result is obtained. 
This Is no credit to the system but to the man. 
Tie 


county uses numbers of assessors and does all the 
work of making personal assessments. It is in this de- 
partment. with different men, with different Ideas of 
values and different standards of estimating costs, th*i 
the ridiculous system is most fully exposed. You would 
be surprised to know how nearly equal lire the valuations 
of household goods In a home where a. piano, a sewing 
machine, a fllv\cr and a talking mach:r.s make up the 
:hlef Items of expense and the home where Turkish rugs,
